This is called 
the “unit” system. Hach subject is 
considered one unit and a student 
may take any desired number in one 
year, with the approval vf the Prin- 
The different. courses offered 
are: Normal Entrance, Junior Matric 
wation, Agricultural:;'and General, 
Twenty-one units are’required, cover- 
ing usually three yeais of study. 
Hight additional units are necessary 
for Senior Matriculation or entrance 
to First Class at Normal, In the case 
of the Normal Entrance course, seven- 
teen of the units are compulsory, the 
remaining four may be'chosen from e& 
number of optional ‘subjects. 

The boy or girl just entering High 
School has, as a rule, very little idea 
what course is best suited to her or 
him, This difficulty need not concern 
him at this stage, however, since of 
the eight subjects taught in the first 
year, six are: compulsory—Literature, 
Composition, History, Algebra, Geom- 
etry and General Science. He may 
select one or both» of\ French and 
Latin which are also given. A student 
hoping to complete the twenty-one 
units in three years, should take the 
six required ones and atleast, one of 
French gr. Latin,» Tt. wittia: seen, that 
the student is thus given a' year to de- 
cide upon his future course when 
more units are optional. if he is suc- 
cessful in obtaining seven credits the 
first year, it leaves him fourteen for 
the next two years or seven each year. 
Should he fail, however; in a number 
of these first year subjects, it may 
necessitate a fourth year to secure the 
needed twenty-one units. _ 

While it is customary for the stud- 
ent to complete 21 wits in three 
years, there is no reason why pupils 
wishing to proceed at a slower rate 
should not do so. In. fact, the Depart- 
ment of Education advises that those 
who wish to take the combined courses 
for Normal Entrance and = Junior 
Matriculation, spread the work over 
four years, 

While each unit of a year carries 
approximately the same amount of 
work, the time spent on any one sub- 
ject by different students will vary 
considerably owing to their special 
aptitudes. Generally speaking, the 
time spent on subjects should be in- 
versely proportional to their ability 
in those subjects. 

We have given briefly an idea of the 

courses and the first year unit. In 
future issues of this paper, more will 
be said about the units of the next 
two years. 
We should like to bring to ‘the at- 
tention of parents this fact, that any 
High School functions which are held 
during the year, will close not later

Place, stoves, furnaces and pipes far 
enough from walls; and woodwork to 
avoid overheating. 

Cover the, nearest surfaces with 
sheet asbestos, sheet iron or. tin; if 
iron or tin is used, leave an air space 
behind it. 

Where stovepipes or heating pipes 
pass through walls, enclose the pipes 
in galvanized fron, double-walled, ven- 
tilated thimbles at least twelve inches 
wider than the diameter of the pipes. 

Protect the floor beneath the stove 
with sheet metal, and have it ex- 
tend forward at least twelve inches 
directly beneath the floor of the ash- 
pit. 

Surround the base of the furnace 
with brick, stone or concrete. 

Make sure that all pipes are free 
from rust and that all joints and con- 
nections are sound and tight. 

Fix a guard about the pipe in the 
attic so that nothing may be stored 
against it. 

Never pour coal oil into a coal or 
wood stove, even when the fire is out. 

Never put ashes into wooden boxes 
or barrels, have a strong metal can, 

Study the drafts and dampers. 

Do not let stove or pipes become red 


Do not dry wood in an oven, 

Do not hang wet clothes too near to 
a stove, 

Keep curtains away from stoves and 
pipes.
